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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-6, 8-12, 17-18 are drawn to a composition for dispersing of a particle, 
characterized in being obtained by mixing a metal alkoxide containing a metal element 
having +3 to 5 valence, an organic acid and water. 

Group II, claims 7,13-16 are drawn to a composition for dispersing of a particle, 
characterized in that said composition is obtained by mixing a titanium alkoxide, at least 
one type of an organic acid selected from the group consisting of lactic acid, oxalic acid, 
citric acid and tartaric acid, and water; and that the mixing proportion of said titanium 
alkoxide and said organic acid (organic acid : titanium alkoxide), is (0.7 - 1 .5) : 1 by 
molar ratio. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: the composition for dispersing of a particle, 
characterized in being obtained by mixing a metal alkoxide containing a metal element having 
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+3 to 5 valence, an organic acid and water See Andou et al. (JP, 2003-248254) or Wang et al. 
(CN , 1356363). 

Therefore there is not a special technical feature present which links the claims as defined by 
PCT Rule 13.2. Accordingly, Groups l-ll are not so linked by the same or a corresponding 
special technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept
